car ran off a mountain grade while 
pursuing officers were firing at it. 
The pursuers, Capt. Carel E. 
Slatterback, State traffic officer, and 
Supervisor W. H. Biggs, of El 
Dorado county, said they heard a 
shot fired in or from Goins’ car 
just before it left the road. 

Biggs and Slatterback encounter- 
ed Goins a mile west of El Dorado. 
Then followed a desperate chase 
over dangerous roads. 

When Coroner J. B. Blair arrived 
and examined the body, it was 
found that Goins had killed him- 
self by sending a bullet through his 
mouth into his brain. 


Orgy of Killing.

Chamberlain, British foreign secre- 
tary, the council boldly attacking 
the difficulties raised by the Sen- 
ate’s reservations.to the adherence 
of the United States to the world 
court, decided to convoke delegates 
of all the governments now mem- 
bers of the court as well as repre- 
sentatives of the Washington gov- 
ernment for a conference to be 
held September 1, at Geneva. This 
conference will attempt to frame a 
special agreement on the American 
reservations which is expected to 
amount to amendment of the court 
statutes. 

As for the disarmament studies 
to be undertaken by the league the 
council quickly cleared the decks 
of all misunderstandings created by 
Russia’s threat not to participate 
unless the meetings are held out- 
side Switzerland. 


Will Meet May 17. 


This was done by definitely decid- 
ing that the first meeting of the 
preparatory committee on the dis- 
armament conference in which the 
United States will be represented 
will be held at Geneva, May 17. At 
the same time the council addressed 
a courteous but explicit communica-

JEWISH CONGREGATION 
RECOVERS SEIZED WINE 


Judge Rules Charge Against 
| Rabbi Does Not Alter 


| Ownership. 
| 


KAITLIN 1S. FACING TRIAL 


The 700 quarts of sacramental 
wine seized from the Ohev Sholem 
‘congregation nearly a year ago, 
when it was charged that Rabbi 
Samuel Kaitlin had sold illegally a 
quantity to a prohibition agent, was 
returned yesterday in accordance 
with an order issued by Judge Gus 
A. Schuldt in police court. 

Judge Schuldt held that the wine 
was actually the possession of the 
congregation and was intended for 
Sacramental use and purposes and 
| that, even though Kaitlin was found 
| guilty of having made the illegal 
pores it would not affect the right 
of the congregation to ownership 
of the wine. 

Attorneys Bertrand Emerson, jr., 
Mitton Strasburger and Milton 
King, acting as attorneys for the 
congregation, cited a decision of a 
New York Federal court that a con- 
gregation using wine for religious 
purposes has a right to the wine, 
despite proceedings under the Vol- 
stead act having been instituted 
against clergymen in custody of the 
wine, , 

The order issued by Judge 
Schuldt does not affect the status of 
the charge of illegal sale placed 
against Kaitlin. His case will have 
to be tried in accordance with the 
usual procedure, Judge Schuldt said 
last night. 

Rabbi J. T. Loeb, pastor of the 
Sholem congregation, last 
night said the decision was a vic- 
tory for the Jewish religion that 
was far-reaching. He said Rabbi 
Kaitlin was within his right when 
he made the sale of wine to Prohi- 
bition Agent E. M. Wolf nearly a 
year ago as Kaitlin believed at the 
time that Wolf was a member of 
the Jewish faith and entitled to the 
wine.

The President's father, who was 
within two weeks of his eighty-first 
birthday, had been sinking gradu- 
ally since he suffered a severe heart 
attack a week ago.

$33,764,987 Carried in Meas- 
ure; $2,000 Added to Purify 
Air at Zoo. 


With an added sum of $2,000 
over the committee report, the 
House yesterday passed the District 
appropriations bill carrying $33,- 
764,987, after it had eliminated the 
ban on Maryland and £~Virginia 
school children.

As finally passed, the bill carries 
an additional appropriation of $2,- 
000 for the Zoo for the purchase of 
ozone to be used in purifying the 
atmosphere of the animal houses.

COURT DENIES ERROR 
IN RENT ACT DECISION 


Appellate Tribunal Holds U. 3. 
Subject to Limitations in 
Landlord Suits. 


The Court of Appeals yesterday 
refused to review a decision by 
Judge Robert E. Mattingly, of the

ALLEGED BRIBE HELD 
-SLIPPED INTO POCKET 


| Former Enforcement Unit At- | 


torney Blushes as Wife

Maj. James F. Johnson, former 
attorney in the litigation division 
of the prohibition enforcement unit 
of the bureau of internal revenue, 
and Daniel J. Shields, politician and 
hotel owner, of Johnstown, Pa., 
who were indicted on charges of | 
conspiracy, were found not guilty 
last night by a jury in Criminal 
Court No. 1, after deliberation of 
six hours. 

The indictment resulted from the 
alleged efforts of Maj. Johnson and 


Shields to obtain a permit for the 
operation of the brewery of the 
Conemaugh Products Co., of Johns- 
town. Maj. Johnson was alleged to 
haye accepted a bribe of $250 for 
his part of the alleged conspiracy. 
This sum represents half of what 
Shields is alleged to have given Elli- 
son C. Palmer, alias Eddie Parker, 
a prohibition 4nspector who posed 
as a “‘fixer’’ or go-between for per- 
sons who. wanted permits. Maj. 
Johnson, it was testified at the 
trial, got $250 from Palmer, buts 
according to this defendant’s ¢ésti- 
mony, the money was slipped into 


his pocket on the “sly” by Palmer |. 


in the Raleigh hotel. 
Agent’s Methods Assailed. 


When the jury announced its ver- 
dict Maj. Johnson’s wife arose and 
smothered him with kisses while 
he blushed. Col. James §S. Easby- 
Smith, counsel for Maj. Johnaon, 
and Percy A. Rose and M. M. Doylg, 
counsel for Shiglds, laid great stress 
on the methods used to obtain evi- 
dence against Maj. Johnson and 
Shields, and on the fact that goy- 
ernment agents gave liquor to John- 
son at various times during the 
carrying out of the alleged con- 
spiracy to defraud the government. 

It appears that the jury believed” 
Maj. Johnson’s stateMMents that 
Palmer ‘‘framed’’ him by putting 
the $250 in his pocket while he 
was absorbed in the sports section 
of a morning newspaper in the 
Raleigh hotel on March 27, 1924, 
two days after the warrant for hfs 
arrest had been issued. 

It testified that Shields gave 
Palmer; $500, but the evidence 
showed that Palmer posed as: a 
man “who could get things done’”’ 
in the prohibition unit and that 
Shields thought the payment to 
Palmer legitimate. At first Shields, 
it was declared, wanted to make 
the payment of $500 by a certified 
check, of Mee there would be a 
record, but almer insisted on 
having cash—which was afterwards 
marked and used as evidence.

Fascist Counsel Frequently 
Clashes With Court on 
Course of Trial. 


WAR VETERAN WITNESS 
BECOMES HYSTERICAL 


Defense Assertion in Killing 
of Deputy Subjected to 
Powerful Attack. 


Chieti, Italy, March 18 (By A. 
P.).—The defense alibi was sub- 
jected to a powerful attack and the 
prosecution’s web of circumstantial 
evidence was tightened today at the 
third day of the trial of the five 


men charged with slaying the 
socialist deputy, Matteotti, in June, 
1924. Many fashionably dressed 
women occupied most of the 
benches reserved for the public. 

One witness became hysterical. 
Roberto Farinacci, the secretary of 
the fascist party, who is counsel 
for the defense, frequently clashed 
with Judge Danza as the judge at- 
tempted to prevent the fiery fascist 
leader from turning the legal tria} 
of Amrigo and the four others into 
a politica’ trial of Matteotti. 


Asked Right to Go Armed. 


Dumini’s defenso that without 
premeditation, and single handed, 
he had kidnaped Matteotti, who died 
from a hemorrhage, was opposed 
today with the following testimony: 

On June 8, 1924, when Matteotti 
made his famous antifascist speech

Dumini’s valise was forced open 
at the ministry of interior in the 
presence of several generals; it con- 
tained blood-stained pieces of cloth 
and automobile upholstery. 

The political facts to which Judge 
Danza objected were testified to one 
questioning of Farinacci by Epifa- 
nio Pennetta, judicial police com- 
missary, who declared that Mat- 
teoti’s activities were “nefarious, 
deleterious and antinational.”’ 

Several times Judge Danza inter- 
rupted saying: 

‘‘This doesn’t interest us.”’ 

Farinacci shouted: “It interests 
us quite a bit’’ and continued his in- 
terrogation. 

When a war-wounded soldier, 
Valeriano Giunchedi, suddenly be- 
came hysterical, screaming and 
beating his breast, Farinacci was 
quick with a cynical comment. “He 
is unbalanced. He tried to extort 
money from fascism.’’ 


Great Pressure Charged. 


Farinacci also clashed with the 
crown prosecutor, Signor Salucci, 
declaring that ‘‘great pressure was 
put on the accused during the pre- 
liminary investigation.’’ He assert- 
ed that Dumini had protested in 
December, 1924, against the atti- 
tude of his interrogation. 

‘The crown prosecutor should 
know that this is not a common 
trial,”’ he said. 

To this Salucci retorted: “It is a 
trial of common criminality.” 

In the course of thé exchanges 
Judge Danza rapped for order. He 
pointed out that an exceptional sit- 


uation followed Matteoti’s murder, |

DEATH COMES PEACEFULLY IN FARM HOME 
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came the death of President Hard-|lifg to which he had so long been 


ing. It was -near midnight when 
the news reached the Coolidge 


home in the little mountain village 
of Plymouth, remote from the rail- 
road, and immediately plans were 
made for swearing in the new 
President. 

The ceremony was delayed only 
long enough to receive from Wash- 
ington the official form of the pres- 
idential oath, and when it arrived in 
the early morning the stage was all 
set for one of the most solemn and 
dramatic inductions of a President 
in the history of the country. 

Col. Coolidge was thrust into the 
picture much in the manner of an 
understudy suddenly called on to 
play the leading role. The Vice 
President had decided that his 
father, by virtue of his office of no- 
tary public of Plymouth, was quali- 
fied to administer the oath, which 
he did in the living room of the 
Coolidge home by the light of a 
small kerosene lamp of the type 
commonly used in farmhouse kitch- 
ens. 

The ceremony thus_ performed 
amid surroundings that were more 
like the early years of the country, 
rather than of the twentieth cen- 
tury, was in conformity to the sim- 
ple traditions that have marked the 
lives of the Coolidges of Vermont 
for many years.

While probably no family which 
has furnished a President of the 
United States has been less inclined 
than that cf the Coolidges to vaunt 
itself upon the “claims of long de- 
seent,’’ there has probably been 
none whose reeorded genealogy was 
more ancient. -In the twelfth.cen- 
tury, amid the renewed Saxén im- 
migration into England which fol- 
lowed the uccession of the first 
Plantagenet king, one William set- 
tled at Cowling, or Cooling, in Sut- 
folk, became a man of mark in the 
community and was known as Will- 
iam of Cooling, or William de Cou- 
linge. Some of his descendants

NAVAL AIR GUNNERY. 

In spite of the pessimism which has flavored 
discussions of the air service, both of the army 
and the navy, navy fliers have demonstrated 
beyond a doubt that the American airman is at 
least equal to the aeronaut of any other land 
when it comes to effective gunnery. Reports 
coming from the base of the Pacific maneuvers 
tell almost unbelievable tales of the accuracy 
of naval gunners. Accotding~to these reports 
five gunners of one of the seaplane squadrons 
under Commander Warren Child scored 97 hits 
in 97 shots while their planes were flying at a 
speed of upward of 80 miles an hour. The 
same report says that several other gunners 
of another squadron also made perfect scores 
in firing machine guns at sleeve targets from 
their seaplanes. i 

Commander Child believes that no navy air 
force in the world can show such a record for 
accuracy in firing. His men must indeed be the 
very cream of the personnel so far as gunnery 
is concerned, for it is stated that these identical 
fliers staged two air gas attacks against one 
of the destroyers of the Pacific fleet with per- 
fect results... The attack against the destroyer 
is described as having been made with bombs 
of 500 pounds each, which were so perfectly 
timed as to weave faultless pattern of gas 
around the ship. Se well was this done that 
but for the general use of gas masks by the 
entire crew the ship would have been put out 
of commission. 

Evidently, if properly equipped, the officers 
and men of the navy will be able to cope with 
the air forces of any enemy. Gunners who 
can make perfect scores while flying faster 
than a mile a minute may be depended upon to 

give a good account of themselves in any 
emergency.

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PENNSYLVANIA'S POLITICAL FIGHT. 
The Republican political plot in Pennsylva- 


nia is becoming daily more complex. It has 


reached the stage where the candidates for 


the United States Senate are indulging in 
mud-slinging. The Peppers, the Pinchots and 
the Vares are referring to one another in 
anything but complimentary terms. Senator 
Pepper labels Representative Vare, who op- 
poses him, as “the Republican Jonah,’ and 
calls Gov. Pinchot ‘fa counterfeit supporter 
of the Coolidge administration,’’ whereupon 
the governor comes back in an open letter 
which bristles with personal allusions and 
charges the senator with bidding for ‘‘gang’’ 
support, which Mr. Pinchot declares has been 
definitely lost because of the candidacy of Mr.

The Mellons, the 
Grundys,\ the Bakers, the ‘‘Hampy’’ Moores, 
the Fishers and the Beidelmans are all head 
over heels in the fray. It is the most involved 
political entanglement that can be imagined. 
A new angle has been injected into the affair 
by the failure of the organization or the ‘‘gang’”’ 
or any other faction to unite on a candidate 
for governor. The State chakman wants 
BReidelman, the organization wants Fisher, and 
the Grundys are looking kindly upon the aspi- 
rations of J. Hampton Moore, 

Politicians who bear the reputation of being 
astute do not know just ‘‘where they are at,”’ 
but most of them will insist that no matter 
what the outcome Pennsylvania will go Repub- 
lican in the election.

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TARIFF COMMISSION MINUTES, 

Printing of the tariff commission. minutes 
from 1922 to 1926 is progressing. They were 
ordered by the Senate, and doubtless will be 
seized upon by some persons in an effort to 
bring a partisan indictment against President 
Coolidge. 
If the excerpts printed are accurate and au- 
thentic, there does not appear to be anything 
of any substantial nature to indicate that the 
President did anything not contained in the im- 
plied relations between the executive and the 
commission. The very terms of the law make 
it necessary for the commission to be simply a 
fact-finding organization for the executive. 
There is nothing whatever in the law, either 
the original or the amended law with the flexi- 
ble section added, to indicate that the commis- 
sion is a judicial or semijudicial body, although 
some of the commissioners appear to have 
assumed that position. 
The public will examine and measure the 
printed minutes with partisan eyes, and judge 
accordingly. The real solution of the matter 
will not be any nearer after that partisan esti- 
mate. Congress and the President will always 
deal with the tariff according to their political 
ideas, and it would be unfortunate if they did 
not.

The National Capital Park association has 
been incorporated for the purpose of rescuing 
from exploitation such remaining lands within

the District and its environs as may, in the 
opinion of the National Capital Park commis- 
sion, be thought necessary for the completion 
of the work of beautifying the city upon the 
plans which have been approved. 

Under the act creating the park commission 
it was understood that Congress would provide 
an appropriation in the District bill each year 
equivalent to 1 cent for each inhabitant of the 
United States. Had this plan been carried out 
the commission would have been able to ex- 
pend approximately $1,100,000 yearly. But 
the actual total thus far made available has 
been only $600,000, with a like sum carried in 
the District bill for the next fiscal year. 

The association has an authorized capital of 
$1,000,000, of which more than one-tenth has 
already been subscribed. It is the plan of the 
organizers to consult the park commission for 
the purpose of aiding it in acquiring control of 
properties needed for park extensions. These 
will be purchased°and held until such time 
as Congress may make the necessary appro- 
priations, when title will pass to the United 
States at the price paid by the association with 
5 per cent per annum added. Precautions 
have been taken against the possibility of 
manipulation for profit.

POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. 

Postmaster General New reports that de- 
posits in postal savings banks on February 28 
amounted to approximately $134,996,000 as 
compared with $134,000,000 on January 31. 
It is pot strange that Miami, Fla., led all 
cities in the rate of increase; but New York 
city led in deposits, amounting to about $35,- 
600,000. ip 

Increases in many of the larger cities indi- 
cate profitable employment of wage earners 
and added confidence in the government on the 
part of that class of citizens utilizing the postal 
banks. Many persons, especially those of for- 
eign birth and after sad experiences in for- 
eign lands, have faith only in a government 
bank, and use it to safeguard their earnings 
and savings.

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MUSCLE SHOALS. 

The joint committee of the Senate and the 

House which has been designated to receive 
bids for the lease of Muscle Shoals has a most 
important duty to perform, and the result of 
its labors will be watched with intense inter- 
est by the country at large. There are two 
plants which have been used in the production 
of nitrogen, but the methods heretofore used 
in each of these plants are looked upon as ob- 
solete; however, it said that experiments 
carried on under authority of the War Depart- 
ment have resulted in decided improvements 
on the German Haber method, which was that 
used in the smaller of the two plants, which 
improvement may be available to the bidder 
whose proposal is regarded as of the greatest 
advantage to the government. 
The committee anticipates that there will 
be at least three bidders, possibly five, and it 
is expected that offers will be made for the 
use of the nitrate plants as well as the power 
developed at the Wilson dam. The Wilson 
dam is expected to develop 125,000 horse- 
power, of which one-fifth will probably be re- 
quired to produce nitrogen, the remainder 
being available for commercial purposes. 
Through the utilization of the potential power 
of the upper reaches of the Tennessee river, 
now under consideration by the Federal power 
commission, the Wilson dam power production 
may be greatly increased. 

Bids must be in the hands of the committee 
by April 26, and it is safe to say that no busi- 
ness transaction of the government 
close of the war will be watched with such 
interest as that which attaches to the settle- 
ment of the Muscle Shoals problem.

a great end—to hammer out as 
compact and solid a piece of work 
as one can, to try to make it first 
rate and to leave it unadvertised.”’

The Flonzaley string quartet, 
which gave the first musicale at the 
White House last week, appeared in 
concert yesterday at the National 
theater, with Ernest Schelling, pian- 
ist and composer, as soloist. 

This proved an ideal combination 
because the most striking feature of 
the program was the performance 
of Mr. Schelling’s “Divertimento for 
Piano and String Quartet, ” with the 
composer at the piano. The compo- 
sition was handled most felicitously 
by the quartet, while Mr. Schelling 
read the very soul of his work into 
his piano accompaniment. 

As usual the Flonzaley quartet 
had a distinction of style and satiny 
tone in which the perfect synchroniz- 
ing of the instruments was satisfy- 
ing to the most critical ear.

Might Welcome Postponement, 


In view of the information which | 
President Coolidge -and Secretary 
Kellogg have been receiving rela- 
tive to the Geneva situation, it is 
doubtful if either would be dis- 
appointed if America’s entrance 
into the court were indefinitely 
postponed. Meanwhile it is becom- 
ing evident that the Senate will op- 
pose the sending of any American 
representative to Geneva, and will 
likewise oppose paying the expenses 
of American delegations if they are 
appointed to mix in the European 
political brawl. 

Senator Reed, of Missouri, 
nounced to the Senate that’ the 
league was considering inviting 
American representatives to go to 
Geneva and discuss the reserva- 
tions. There was a touch of sar- 
casm in the senator’s voice as the 
mere announcement demonstratea 
that the court and the league are 
sovclosely related that the league 
council wants to censor American 
reservations to the court. In other 
words, it was pointed out by Senator 
Reed that America can only join 
the court if the league prescribes 
or indorses the reservations.

At 19 years of age his cousin, 
| Dallas, said of Byron: ‘He has cer-

was enormously corpulent for his 
height of 5 feet 8 inches, his fea- 
tures all but obliterated in a tide 
of fleshy tissues, giving him an ex- 
pression of moony good nature.” 
| Dallas told him that his road to 
| fame as “‘the Fat Boy?’ was assured. 
His tendency to obesity was _ in- 
herited. His mother was described 
as being “impossibly corpulent.’’ 

Of this period in his life Byron is 
made to say: ‘‘My brain was as thick 
las my body. I was sluggish from 
|head to foot’’— meaning sluggish 
| mentally as well as physically. He 
| determined to reduce. He entered 
on a life the austerities of which 
far excecded that of the monks. He 
lived on biscuits and soda water 
A meal de luxe consisted of rice 
soaked in vinegar. He took Epsom 
salts.. He took violent exercise and 
indulged in hot baths. ‘“‘The path 
of the aspirant to leanness lies in 
hot water. He lived in it except 
when he was tearing about the 
country on his horse.”’ 

After he had returned to London 
Rogers, the litérary lion of the 
hour, invited the aspiring poet to 
dinner to meet a group of arrived 
poets. Byron refused to eat soup, 
fish, mutton, meat, and to drink 
wine. His host asked what he

Traffic Inadequacies Held 
To Cost Every One $20 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Inadequate traffic facilities are 
costing each individual in the 
United States $20 a year, a total of 
$2,000,000,000 for the nation, the 
committee on metropolitan traffic 
facilities said in a report prepared 
yesterday for submission to the 
second national conference on 
Street and highway safety. | 

Every community or metropoli- | 
tan area, it said, should have a/| 
traffic survey to provide data need- | 
ed to plan correction of conditions | 
which result in economic and per- 
sonal losses. Chief sources of losses 
were listed as congested thorough- | 
fares, inferior road surfaces, heavy | 
grades, railroad and main traveled | 
highway grade crossings, draw- 
bridges, insufficient traffic police, 
inadequacy or absence of signal 
systems, poor signs, badly marked 
detours and toleration of vehicles 
unsuited to local conditions. 

The committee proposed crea- 
tion of a permanent official traffic 
commission for each city.
